pofing we fhould conquer all the 
French and Spanife fettlements in 
America, While they were employed 
in bringing Europe under fubjection, 
they would then be able to recover 
from us what they had loft in America, 
and not only to conquer what we 
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mutt leave, Sir, to defcend to 
the particular confideration of the 
prefent war upon the continent. Does 
any one fuppofe, that we engaged in 
it as auxiliaries, for as fuch only we 
engaged in it at firft?, fay, does any - 
one fuppofe, that we engaged in it 
merely for the fake cf the queen of 
Hungary, or from a pure principle of 
generofity, in affifting the diflreifed, 
tho’ even that would not have been 
a bad motive? No, Sir, we enyvaged 
in it for our own fafety, as well as the 


B fafety of Europe. The power of the

The French themfelves 
have thought fo, becaufe the whole 
bent of their politicks has been, to

I 
am by nature as partial in favour of 
the power of my country, as any 
man oughtto be; but J am got quite 
fo mad as to imagine, that even by 
fea we could have contended with 
fuch a multitude of enemies, fuch a 
deluge of misfortunes. ‘Therefore, 
the wifeft courfe we could take was 
to prevent this cataftrophe, by giving 
the queen of Hungary all the affif- 
tance in ourpower. By fo doing we 
have already in a great meafure pre- 
vented it: We are now in a fair way 
of freeing ourfelves from any future 
dread of it, by reftoring the balance 
of power in Europe. But if we fhould 
withdraw our afliftance: If we fhould 
neglect the war at land, for the fake 
of profecuting it with the more vi- 
gour at fea and in America, we fhould 
acain expofe ourfelves to the fame 
danger, and, if poffible, increafe it, 
by raifing in our prefent allies a vio- 
Jent refentment againft us. 

As the Dutch, Sir, are now heartily 
engaged in the war, and will aé& with 
the utmoft vigour; as a large body 
of Ruffans are now ready to begin 
their march to the Rdme: As the 
king of Sardinia is refolved to act as 
he always has done, with great 
honour and courage: And as the 
emprefs queen of Hungary is refolved 
to augment her quota of troops in 
the Nether/and: ; if we continue to 
aflift in the war at land, we may pro- 
bably next year gain a fuperiority of 


the French and their allics, both in F 


Italy and the Netherlazds: But if we 
fhould withdraw our afiiftance from 
the war at land, the French would 
every where have the fuperiority, in 
which cafe theDutchwould be obliged 
to accept of a neutrality upon any 
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neceflity of fubmitting to the houfe 
of Bourbon ; {fo that the Prefent em- 
peror would become what the lat 
would certainly have been, his mot 
chriftian majefty’s vicegerent von 
the imperial throne. Suppote, Sir 
that in the mean time we had made 
fome conquefts in America, would 
not our allies, out of refentment as 
well as out of fear, refolve to join 
with the houfe of Bourbon, in forcip 

us to reftore the conquefts we had 
made, by treacheroufly deferting 
them ? Could any power in Europe 
refufe to join the houfe of Bourbon 
againft us? And in fuch circumftances 
it would be happy for us, fhould that 
houfe confine their ambition to a re- 
ftitution of what we had taken from 
them. 

I hope, Sir, I have now fo clearly 
fhewn the weaknefs of the arguments 
made ufe of by the Hon. gentleman 
who fpoke laft, and fo diftinély 
pointed out the fatal confequences of 
the advice he gave us by way of 
conclufion, that no gentleman will 
D approve of the former, or agree to 
our following the latter ; but before [ 
fit down, I muft make fome obferva- 
tions upon two other maxims, which 
the Hon. gentleman was pleafed 
to favour us with. The firit was, 
Sir, that as we are a trading nation, 
we ought not to fupply the publick 
expence by taxes which affect our 
commerce or manufactures. So far 
do I approve of this maxim, that I 
could with with all my heart, if it 
were poffible, to fee every port in 
the kingdom made a free port, that 
is to fay, to have no cuftoms or du- 
ties payable upon the importation or 
exportation of goods at any port in 
the kingdom. ‘But is this poflible, 
Sir? Money maft be had fome way 
or other for fupporting our govern- 
ment; and no money can be had but

for money. We know what heart- 
burnings were raifed by the tax called 
kearth-money in the reigns of Charles 
and James 11: We know what dif- 
contents were raifed in king William's B 
time by the poll-tax ; and we know 
what a combuftion was lately raifed 
in this kingdom, by an attempt to 
raife the duties on tobacco and wines 
by way of excife: Therefore, if 
money be raifed by taxes upon con- 
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rent fervice of that year ; I thall grant, 
that this ought to be done, if it be 
poffible, but there are two reafons 
which may, and do often, render it 
impoffible. In the firft place, thofe 
who pay the taxes muft fubiift, as 
well as thofe who fubfift by them: 
How can the former fubfift but by 
the income of their eftates, trade, or 
bufinefs, clear of all taxes? Nowa 
war may become fo heavy and ex- 
penfive, that if we were to raiie the 
whole neceflary expence within the 
year, we fhould not leave enough 
for the fubfiftence of thofe who pay 
the taxes; and in fuch a cafe we mutt 
necefiarily run in debt. ‘The other 
reafon, which often renders it necef- 
fary for a government to run in debt 
is this: All governments mutt have 


(umption, and thofe taxes levied by Ca regard not only to what the people 


way of cuftoms upon the importation 
of goods, it is not the fault of the 
government but the fault of the peo- 
ple, who will not fabmit to any o- 
ther methods for raifing money. 
Such taxes, I fhall grant, affect in 
jome meafure our commerce and D 
manufactures ; but as the duties paid 
upon importation are moftly drawn 
back upon re-exportation, I believe, 
there is no country in the world

That thefe half fmugglers, half-mer- 
chants, have moft inviting opportu- 
nities, (which they feldom fail to ufe) 
fo to manage matters with the officers, 
that fometimes goods are landed with- 
Out any entry at all, and fometimes 
fraudulent entries are made, that the 
officer may feem to ao, and the trader 
to pay, his duty: That in confe- 
wence of this collufion, the latter is 
le to fapply the market cheaper 
than thofe who have no fuch fcan- 
dalous drawback on their firlt coft, 
and the former levies contributions 
inftead of the government which 
employs him: ‘That this criminal 
intercourfe is, in many places, car- 
ried on with fo much the more

But then, if the earth does (befides 
her diurnal rotation upon her axis) move 
round the center of the fun in an orbit of 
160,000,009 miles diameter, one fhould 
think, that the fixed ftars would not always 
tranit the merid.an at the fame diftance Cc 
from the vertex; but that, contrariwife, 
during one part of the year, they thould 
recede from, and, during the other, ap- 
proach towards it, 

If "tis faid, That by the moft accurate, 
and repeated obfervations, they have been 
found to vary their diftances from the 
renith, in the manner the earth’s orhicular 
motion requires, afk, how can the niceft, 
the moft affiduous obfervators be certain 
of obtaining thefe deviations, which, they 
coniels, arife hut to feconds ? Efpecially, 
when the moft fagacious Sir 7. Newton 
(vide Principia, hb. 3. prop. 29) has de- 
moaftrated, that both the axis of the earth 
not perpetually parallel to itfelf (but chat, 
inevery annual revolution, it twice inclines E 
towards the ecliptick, and as often returns 
to ut8 former pofition) and alfo, that the 
equino@ial points go backwards yearly.

their refpective diameters, it follows, that

The fun is(fays Mr. Palix)}200,0c0 times 
bigger than the earth ; therefore, fuch a 
fphere,or fix'd ftar,muft be 24.01797800000 
times greater than the earth ; which who- 
ever afferts, his brains mutt have a rotatory 
motion upon the axis of implicit faith. 

P. S. I thould be obliged to Mt. Palin, 
if he would thew me, firft, how, by aftro- 
nomical calculation, the fun can be prov’d 
greater than the earth: If he had faid, by 
obfervation, I fhould not have objected 
thereto. And, 2dly, Whether, what he 
afferts, p. 212, namely, ‘‘ That the north 
ftar will be feen in thé fame ftation, not- 
withftanding the earth's rotatory motion,"* 
be not abfolutely falle ; fecing, as Mr. P. 2.

At North Curry, near Taunton, Somerfite 
frire, Fuly 12, 1748, there was plough’d

They are almoft all of them of the fame 
fize, excepting one of Gratianus, with this 
infcription, D. N. GRATIANUS. 
P. F. AUG, and on the reverfe a fort of 
an angel ftanding with one of his feet on 
a globe, with a fhield in his hands ; in 
which are thefe words, VOT, V. MUL. 
X. and in the round, VICTORIA. 
AUGUSTORUM. and on the bot- 
tom, S. M. T. R. This piece is three 
times as large as any of the others, and 
weighs very near a fhilling. 

There have been found about 150 of the 
{mailer pieces, and the seal iit of 
them is now in the poffeffion of the Rev. 
Mr. Woodforde, vicat of North-Curry above- 
mention’ d. 

They have been view'd by feveral learned 
gentlemen, and are reckon’d to be fome of 
ave grantees eesiees of the kind hitherto 
ound,

Auguft 31, N. S. The deputies of Amfter« 
dw declared in the affembly of the ftates 
of Holland, that their town had taken the 
refolution to conform with the other towns 
of the province, in giving up the revenues 
of the poft-oftice, for the benefit of the 
publick, as foon as they fhall become free 
by the death of the prefent poffeffors. And 
the fame day the penfionary of Am/terdam 
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a delvered to the faid affembly a petition 
7 figned by all the members of the regency 
R of that city, except one or two, by which 
‘ they defired the ftates to authorize the 
ca proce of Orange to releafe them from their 
G) trot, and give them leave to lay down 
; ther employments, fince their authority 

was no longer refpeéted, and they found 
¢) jt impofhbie to preferve the publick tran- 
~ guilty in their city. This was immedi- 
i. aicly complied with by the fates,. and the 


pince of Orange fet out next morning for 
Anferdam, accompanied by count Bentinck 
and the greffier Fage/. On the 6th Inft. 
v N.S. his highnefs depofed the four reigning 
bulcomafters, and appointed four new bur- 
gomafters in their ftead ; and the next day 
. be difolved the Old Vroed{chap, or town 
council, and appointed a new one, confift- 
ing ot nineteen members of the Old Vreed- 
jap, and 17 new members. The prince 
ukewile depofed the nine reigning echevins, 
five of whom he prefently reftored to their 
office, and appointed new ones in the room 
othe other four. He alfo reformed the 
Usd Raad, or old council, by ftriking off 
of the lift 43 members, out of near go 
of which that body confifted ; and as his 
hightefs had by his proclamation of the 
loth propofed, that the council of war 
thould eleét, by majority of votes, 5 colo- 
nels, and fill up in the fame manner the 
other vacant commiffions ; or elfe, that a 
lf thould be made out of double the num- 
ber ot perfons required, out of which he 
fiould nominate thofe he thought proper 
to fill the vacancies ; the burghers chofe to 
follow the firft of thofe methods, and ac- 
cordingly eleéted their five colonels, and 
filled up all the other vacancies in the mili- 
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tia. After thus reforming and re-efablifh- 
ing the government of that great city, his 
highnefs returned to the Hague the 15th in 
the evening. The magiftrates of Haerien 
have all fince refigned, and left to his high- 
nefs the choice of a new magiftracy ; and 
it is thought moft of the towns in Holland 
will do the fame ; for when the motion was 
miade in the affembly of the ftates, to im- 
power his highnefS to appoint new magi- 
firates at Haerlem, it was p opofed and a- 
greed to, that the power fhould be géne. 
sal, for his highnefs to appoint new miagi- 
firates ih every town where it fhould be de- 
fired, 

From Rome we hear, that on Sunday the 
1ft Inft. NV. S. the pope conferred the order 
of priefthood upon cardinal Stuart, who 
celebrated his firft mafs on the Wednefday 
following in his own chapel, and gave the 
facrament to the chevalier de St. George, his 
father, in prefence of feveral pérfons who 
affifted thereat ; fo that it is not now in the 
power even of the pope himfelf to give him 
a difpenfation to quit-or marry ; therefore, 
if he fhould éver form fuch a defign, he can 
no way accomplifh it, but by turning pro- 
teftant. 

Notwithftanding the many contradi¢tory 
accounts about the return af the Rufiae 
troops, it feems now certain that they wilt 
march no farther than Bohemia or Moravia 
before next {pring, becaufe of an article faid 
to be in the convention for taking them into 
the pay of the maritime powers, by which 
it is flipulated, that when they are to be 
fent home again, they fhall not be oblig 
to march in the months of Offober, Novem 
ber, December, January or February. 

We have from Vienna a remarkable in- 
ftance of publick juftice in the perfon of the 
famous baron Trenck, This officer performed 
many notable exploits, and was of great 
fervice to the queen of Hungary duiing the 
war in Germany ; but it feems, he was as 
diligent in ferving himfelf, having been ac- 
cufed of plundering both friend and foe 
whierever he came, and committing feveral 
other. crimes. At laft he was. taken up 
and brought to a folemn trial, on which 
he was found guilty ; but her imperial and 
Hungarian majelty would not pals fentence 
till fhe had the whole procefs revifed by 
other judges, who found all the faéts clearly 
proved, and therefore on the . 8th of lait 
month, he was fentenced to imprifonment 
for life in the cattle of Spe‘lberg in Méravia, 
with an allowance of a ducat a day, and 
his whole eftate to remain under fequeftra- 
tion, till all the loffes of the injured parties 
be ftated and fatisfied, and till he pay 1000 
florins, by way of fatisfaction, to a poor 
miller’s daughter, whom he ravifhed. (See 
the fentence at large, P. 427: 
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They a:e now bufy in Poland in holding
